Living in Cote St. Luc, Concordia was closer and at Concordia he could announce both 
the basketball and the football games. Since that date, Fredericks never had to be reminded that 
there was a game, he just showed up ready to go. 

A bursary for a student athlete will also be issued in his name. An endowment fund will be set 
up and cheques should be made out to Concordia Athletics c/o Harry Zarins. 

Fredericks will not be without things to do. He will continue with his column at the Suburban 
and with his work with the Montreal Canadiens. Fredericks says that "all things come to an end" but 
that voice will never be far away, he will be in the stands watching the Stingers strut their stuff and 
as he says, "I'll always be a fan."

The 22 year-old quarterback completed 24 of 33 passes with two interceptions for 339 yards and 
three touchdowns.
